The Lauderdale-Glades line 
is but one unit in the company’s’ 
present two-year $24,000,000 


construction program. This con- 


| struction program is the largest 


since the interconnected system 
built during 1925 and 1926, 
that interconnected | numerous 
towns and communi in Flo- 
rida, Until then, small isolated 
plants served these many towns. 
The new transmission lino sery- 
ing the Everglades area is di- 
rectly connected with the huge 
Lauderdale steam electric sta- 
tion. From the Lauderdale plant 
the line parallels State Road 26 
to South Bay and thence along 
the Chosen Road to the Belle 
ilade substation. 

The magnitude of the work 
involved in its construction may 
be seen from the fact that 950 
poles were used. If placed. end 
to end, they would extend a 
distance of 101-2 miles. Ap- 
proximately 150,000 man hours 
of labor went into its fabrica- 
tion. Two hnudred miles of 2-0 
wire weighing 460,000 pounds 
were strung as conductors. Six 
miles of guy. wire and eleven 
miles of pole grounding were 
l There were hundreds of 
thousands of minor items such 
as crossarms, bolts, nuts and 
washers used as well as the ma- 
jor items. It took approximately: 
37 flat cars to transport the 
poles, 15 cars for the wire and
